PHILLIP MAGEE 


SOME INFORMATION ON PHILLIP IS QUESTIONABLE. IT IS WRITTEN IN SOME 
MATERIAL THAT HE WAS A SOLDIER IN THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION AND LATER DREW A 
PENSION. HE DOES HAVE A RECORD OF SERVICE IN THE WAR OF 1812. THERE IS OR WAS 
A CHAPTER OF THE DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION NAMED FOR PHILLIP IN 
MAGEE, MISS. EDITH MAGEE, AN ANCESTOR WHO LIVES IN LONE STAR, WAS A MEMBER. 
THE BIRTH DATE WE HAVE I BELIEVE IS INCORRECT. THE YEAR 1770 WOULD MAKE HIM 
TOO YOUNG TO SERVE. HOWEVER, THE DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
PATRIOT INDEX, CENTENNIAL EDITION, PAGE 1876, INDICATES THAT РНІШІР MAGEE 
WAS BORN 1760-63, IN NORTH CAROLINA, AND DIED ON FEB 1, 1826, IN MISSISSIPPT. HE 
WAS MARRIED TO MARY BUTLER AND IS LISTED AS A SOLDIER IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
PERHAPS WE HAVE THE WRONG DATE OF BIRTH. INFORMATION INDICATES THAT 
PHILLIP IS PROBABLY BURIED AT THE OLD MAGEE CEMETERY. AFTER HIS DEATH, HIS 
WIFE LIVED WITH ROBERT. SHE WAS BORN AROUND 1773 AND DIED APRIL 2, 1860 AND 
IS PROBABLY BURIED IN THE OLD MAGEE CEMETERY. THERE WERE SIX CHILDREN FROM 
. THIS MARRIAGE. THE INFORMATION THAT FOLLOWS COMES FROM BILL NORWOOD AND 
IS BLENDED WITH THE INFORMATION I HAVE ACCUMULATED THROUGH THE YEARS ON 
THE MAGEE FAMILY. 


1. ELIZABETH MAGEE - b 1790, SAMPSON COUNTY, d DEC 2, 1865, IN RANKIN COUNTY. 
MARRIED WOODIE JONES JUNE 3, 1807, IN THE MISSISSIPPI TERRITORY. ONE CHILD, 
HIRAM A JONES WAS BORN IN 1809 AND INDICATIONS ARE THAT HE LIVED UNTIL 1832. 
IN 1836, ELIZABETH MARRIED WILLIAM D (OR JAMES) LEWIS WHO WAS BORN IN 
RANKIN COUNTY. NO OTHER INFORMATION OR BURIAL CAN BE FOUND AT THIS TIME. 
2. JOHN MAGEE - b FEB 13, 1791, SAMPSON COUNTY, DIED JUNE 7, 1854, IN SCOTT 
COUNTY. I KNOW SOME FOLKS FROM FOREST IN THE EAST MISS. GREYS CAMP OF THE 
SONS OF CONFEDERATE VETERANS WHO ARE RELATED TO SOME MAGEE'S IN SCOTT 
COUNTY. PROBABLY THOUGH JOHN. JOHN MARRIED MARY ABBUSS IN MARION COUNTY. 
LATER HE MARRIED SARAH CARR (D 1849) IN 1813. THREE CHILDREN WERE FROM THIS 
MARRIAGE: PHILLIP MAGEE (b 1814, MARTON COUNTY), JOHN L MAGEE (b MAR 22, 1819 IN 
SCOTT COUNTY), AND SOLOMON MAGEE (b ABOUT 1825 IN MARION COUNTY) THERE IS 
AN INTERESTING STORY ABOUT JOHN'S PIONEER LIFE THAT WAS PRINTED IN THE 
SIMPSON COUNTY NEWS ON AUGUST 8, 1946, AND REPRINTED BY THE MAGEE COURIER 
IN MARCH, 1991. 

3. ROBERT (ROBIN) MAGEE - b FEB 14, 1793, IN DUPLIN (SAMPSON COUNTY) NORTH 
CAROLINA AND d NOV 11, 1859, IN COVINGTON COUNTY. MARRIED MARGARET (PEGGY) 
GRAVES (b JULY 19, 1795, IN LINCOLN COUNTY, GA.) ON NOV 11, 1813, IN MARION 
COUNTY. THIS DATE IS SIGNIFICANT BECAUSE ІМ 1859, THIS IS THE DATE ROBERT 
DIED UNDER UNUSUAL CIRCUMSTANCES. DOCUMENTS SHOW THAT ROBERT OWNED 
QUITE A BIT OF LAND AND SLAVES DURING HIS LIFE AND LEFT A HUGE ESTATE. HIS 
LAND RAN FROM AROUND PRESENT DAY SANATORIUM, MISS., TO HIGHWAY 84 AT 
COLLINS. THERE WAS APPROXIMATELY 25,000 ACRES. HE ALSO OPERATED VARIOUS 
BUSINESS VENTURES WITH SOME OF HIS SONS. THE FAMILY PLACE, OLD MAGEE 
CEMETERY, AND HOPEWELL PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH ARE IN THE SAME GENERAL AREA, 


LOCATED AROUND OLD DRY CREEK BOTTOM. THIS CREEK RUNS ACROSS SOME PASTURE 
LAND MY GRANDFATHER OWNED. IT SELDOM HAS WATER FLOWING UNLESS ТТ RAINS. 
MY FATHER REMEMBERS THE CREEK BANKS BEING DUG AND CHANNELED WHEN HE WAS 
SMALL. THIS LAND IS NOW OWNED BY LOIS CALHOUN, MY AUNT. THERE IS QUITE A 
CONTROVERSY SURROUNDING THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN ROBERT AND ELTZA 
GRAVES, HIS WIFE'S YOUNGER SISTER. IT IS INDICATED THAT SHE DIED IN 1892. 
MORE INFORMATION ON HER I5 PRESENT IN THIS PAPER. THERE WAS A CHILD, 
SUSANNAH GRAVES MAGEE, BORN OF THIS RELATIONSHIP IN 1833. ROBERT HAD A VERY 
INTERESTING LIFE. I HAVE ALSO SEEN RECORDS OF LAND HE OWNED AROUND 
GREENSBURG, LOUISIANA. HE ALSO DEEDED THE LAND TO HOPEWELL PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH FOR THE BUILDING. ROBERT DIED ОМ NOVEMBER 11, 1859, WHILE VISITING A 
LADY FRIEND AT ANOTHER FRIEND'S HOME. LOOK AT THE MAGEE FAMILY HISTORY 
ELSEWHERE IN THIS BOOK, IT MAKES INTERESTING READING 

4. SOLOMON MAGEE - b JAN 29, 1795, SAMPSON COUNTY, NORTH CAROLINA AND d AUG 
18, 1826 IN SIMPSON COUNTY, MISS. MARRIED ELIZABETH WEATHERSBY (b MAR 28, 1798 
IN BLADEN COUNTY, N.C.) ON NOV 24, 1814, IN MARION COUNTY. SHE DIED MAR 24, 1858, 
AND BURIED IN THE WALKER CEMETERY IN SIMPSON COUNTY. THERE WERE FIVE 
CHILDREN OF THIS MARRIAGE. A GRANDSON, ROBERT SOLOMON MAGEE (CSA), SERVED 
IN CO. B, 16™ MISS. ONE RECORD SHOWS HE WAS DISCHARGED ON SEPT 30, 1862, AS 
BEING UNDER 18 YEARS OLD. HE WAS BORN MAR 2, 1845, AND DIED AUG 18, 1888, THE 
RESULT OF A BUGGY ACCIDENT. INFORMATION IS THAT HE WAS THE FIRST 
POSTMASTER OF A TOWN NAMED AFTER HIM, MAGEE, MISS. HE IS BURIED IN THE 
MAGEE FAMILY CEMETERY, 2 MILES NW OF MAGEE, MISS. 

5. CATHERINE (KITSEY) MAGEE - b JAN 31, 1797, IN SAMPSON COUNTY. а 1852 IN 
MISSISSIPPI. MARRIED HENRY TOLER ON DEC 1, 1812, IN MARION COUNTY. TWO 
CHILDREN BORN. 

6. BERSHEBA MAGEE - b JAN 12, 1800, SAMPSON COUNTY. d FEB 29, 1876, IN SIMPSON 
COUNTY, MISS. BURIED IN THE FRANCIS MARION WALKER CEMETERY, SIMPSON 
COUNTY. MARRIED RICHARD TULLOS ON FEB 19, 1816, IN MARION COUNTY. FIVE 
CHILDREN. ABOUT 1830, SHE MARRIED JACOB GRUBER (GRUBBS) WHO WAS BORN JULY 3, 
1812 AND DIED SEPT 23, 1880. ONE CHILD, ROSENA, WAS BORN ON JAN 29, 1839. GRUBER 
IS BURIED IN THE FRANCIS MARION WALKER CEMETERY. ROSENA MARRIED GEORGE 
WASHINGTON WALKER (CSA) (b JAN 22, 1834 IN SIMPSON COUNTY AND DIED NOV 9, 
1882) ALSO BURTED IN THE FRANCIS MARION WALKER CEMETERY. I BELIEVE THAT 
GEORGE WASHINGTON WAS IN THE CONFEDERATE ARMY, СО. Н, 6™ MISS. INFANTRY. 
THERE IS A LISTING OF 17! SGT 6 W WALKER ON THE SIMPSON COUNTY CONFEDERATES > 
WEBSITE. WILL SECURE HIS SERVICE RECORD ON MY NEXT TRIP TO JACKSON. THIS 
COMPANY WAS FORMED IN SIMPSON COUNTY AS THE SIMPSON FENCIBLES, THE SAME 
COMPANY THAT WARREN 6 MAGEE WAS IN BEFORE HE BECAME ILL IN KENTUCKY AND 
RETURNED HOME IN EARLY 1862. THE 6™ MISS., KNOWN AS THE “BLOODY SIXTH", WAS 
IN HEAVY ACTION AT SHILOH AND LOST QUITE A FEW MEN. THE MAGEE HISTORY 
STATES THAT WARREN WAS THERE, BUT THAT'S NOT TRUE. IF GEORGE WASHINGTON 
WAS THERE, HE HAD QUITE A STORY TO TELL.

SECTION. CAROLINE MARRIED MICHAEL DURR WHO WAS BORN IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 
SEPT 6, 1810, AND DIED FEB 1, 1876. MICHAEL IS BURIED IN THE OLD MAGEE CEMETERY 
ON THE JAYNESVILLE ROAD. HE WAS ል CLERK IN A STORE OWNED ВУ ROBERT MAGEE. 
AFTER THE DEATH OF CAROLINE, MICHAEL MARRIED ELIZA GRAVES IN 1844. THIS COULD 
CAST SOME DOUBT THAT CAROLINE WAS THE CHILD OF ROBERT AND ELIZA. FOUR 
CHILDREN WERE BORN OF THIS MARRIAGE AND ALL FOUR HAD CLOSE CONNECTIONS TO 
THE CONFEDERATE ARMY. MICHAEL DURR WAS QUITE WEALTHY. IN 1870, AFTER THE 
DEVASTATING WAR YEARS, MICHAEL LISTED $1400 IN REAL ESTATE VALUES AND $900 
IN PERSONNEL PROPERTY. IN 1850, HE OWNED 39 SLAVES AND IN THE 1860 CENSUS, НЕ 
OWNED 62 SLAVES. 
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(BURIED IN THE MILSAPS aka OLD PLEASANT VALLEY CEMETERY IN COPIAH COUNTY, 
MISS)LISTED AS R J DURR, MD. MARRIED MARY MILSAPS ON FEB 19, 1868. ROBERT 
ORGANIZED СО А, 3978 MISS AT WESTVILLE. LATER HE BECAME THE 39 TH's COMMANDER 
AND SEAR'S BRIGADE COMMANDER IN DEC, 1864. HE WAS A BRAVE AND RESOURCEFUL 
OFFICER, ENDING THE WAR AS A MAJOR. HE IS MENTIONED IN ORDERS FOR SERVICE.

OLD MAGEE CEMETERY. A RESEARCHER INDICATES THAT THE FAMILY WAS QUITE POOR

CHURCH CEMETERY IN COVINGTON COUNTY. CAPTAIN DUCKWORTH WAS THE ONLY 
MEMBER ОҒ CO. В, 4673 MISS. TO REACH THE UNION TRENCHES AT FRANKLIN, TENN. ОМ 
NOVEMBER 30, 1864. HE WAS CAPTURED AT NASHVILLE ON DECEMBER 15, 1864, AND WENT 
TO A UNION PRISON CAMP UNTIL THE END OF THE WAR.

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The company was attached to the 13th Mississippi Regiment as Company “I” and experienced 
hard service in the army of Virginia under General Lee, at Manasas, Seven Pines, Balls Bluff, 
Antietam, Fredericksburg, Gettysburg and many other bloody battles. After 12 months service 
the company was reorganized and the following officers elected:

At the battle of Gettysburg, the Colonel and Major were both killed and Captain O'Brien was 
promoted to Lieut. Col. And Lieut. C. H. Campbell to that of Captain. The organization thus 
remained until the final surrender of General Lee at Appomatox Court House, and the close of 
the war. Many of this company were killed in battle; many maimed for life and others carrying 
wounds received in the fierce and bloody battles in which they were engaged. Lieut. R. C. Kelly, 
Joe M. Weatherly, P. F. Ellis and A. G. Ross, each lost a leg, T. K. Jennings and J. L. Durham 
an arm, Capt. C. H. Campbell and eye, and Lieut. C. M Fuller, a wound in the ankle from 
which he is still a great sufferer, and at this writing is a citizen of Kosciusko, as is also the 
following members of the company: Dr. G. W. Crowder, W. J. Hammond, J. A. Kelly, and 
perhaps some others whose names have escaped my memory. |
